judging how much you are able 
and willing to pay. An optician 
sometimes will rattle out a 
price like $32, and watch your 
face “for your reaction. 

There is sometimes another 
factor. Despite the Govern- 
ment’s efforts to wipe out the 
kickback racket, whereby the 
optician remits as much as 30- 
40 percent of the fee for glasses 
te the doctor who _ prescribes 
them, kickbacks still do exis, 
according to people in the trade 
whom this writer has consulted. 
Now kickbacks are said to take 
more devious forms, such as re- 
furnishing the doctor’s office. 

Higher-priced opticians gen- 
erally tend to justify their 
enarges on the basis that they 
use only first-quality lenses 
and take more time fitting. It
